Flowering shrubs should be pruned immediately after they 
have blossomed.

SET OUT BULBS EARLY IN FALL: Phlox (perennial), 
peonies. Plant spring-flowering bulbs: crocus, daffodils, lily 
of the valley, narcissus, snowdrops, tulips, hyacinths. Spring- 
flowering bulbs should be planted about 4 inches deep. Ro- 
man hyacinths, narcissus and crocuses can be grown in sand 
and water. 


FERTILIZER for general use. Quantity, 500 Ibs. to the 
acre, or 1 oz. to the square yard. Where a rich soil is re- 
quired, 1,250 Ibs. to the acre, or 4 ozs. to the square yard. In 
artificial fertilizers there are no weed seeds. GENERAL 
HINTS: BONE-MEAL AND SHEEP MANURE are excellent 
for lawn, garden, and orchard; LIME for heavy, damp soil. 
BONE-MEAL OR SHEEP MANURE AND NITRATE OF 
SODA in equal parts for asparagus. IN THE FLOWER 
GARDEN in the spring a handful of bone-meal or sheep 
manure may be worked into the soil about a plant with 
marked results. In midsummer, if flowers are few, rake in 
some nitrate of soda and a little bone-meal.

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QUALITY SEEDS FOR THE CRITICAL GROWER 


This is one of the earliest spring vegetables, and should be in universal 
use. Many persons think it is difficult to grow, but we consider this a mis- 
take, and believe it can be produced as cheaply and easily as any on the 
list. Sow the seed in the seed bed late in the fall or the early spring, as 
soon as the ground can be worked, in drills one foot apart, covering the seed 
about one inch deep. When the plants are four or five inches high, great 
care should be taken to keep the bed free of weeds. One ounce of seed will 
sow forty feet of row. 

MABRY WASHINGTON ASPARAGUS.—Rust Resistant. This variety is the 
result of careful breeding by the U. S. Department of Agriculture, with the 
object of eliminating rust. A dark green color. 

PALMETTO.—A very early maturing variety, producing an abundance of 
very large, deep green shoots. 

BARR’S MAMMOTH.—tThe stalks are very large, and retain their thickness 
completely up to the top of the shoots; light in color. 

CONOVER’S COLOSSAL.—A’ mammoth green sort of the largest size and of 
good quality.

Select good 
loamy soil, plow deep, put in good quantity of manure and 100 pounds kainit 
to 1,000 square feet of bed. Incorporate thoroughly, make a trench eight inches 
deep, set plants 15 inches apart. In field culture rows are placed four feet

For early fruit sow the seed in March or April in the 
hotbed or in pots in a sunny exposure in the house. 
When the plants are about three or four inches high 
they should be set out four or five inches apart in an- 
other hotbed or cold frame or removed into small pots, 
allowing a single plant to a pot.

PREPARATION AND CARE OF LAWNS 


The ground should be thoroughly drained and well enriched before sowing. Work the soil until well pulverized, and have 
the surface as smooth as possible, so that the grass may present an even appearance. After sowing, cover seed lightly and 
follow with roller. The best results are obtained by using plenty of seed, four bushels to the acre being about the right 
quantity. One quart is sufficient for 300 square feet. Let the grass obtain a good start before cutting, and then it should 
be trimmed with a lawnmower about every ten days. Old lawns may be improved and renewed by the application of fer- 
tilizers and seeding about half the quantity of seed required for new lawns. This should be done whenever they show any

Climbing roses require no pruning in the Spring except to 
cut out the old and dead wood and shortening of the long 
canes to keep them in bounds. However, a good pruning in 
July after blooming, is beneficial. Cutting away the old 
flowering wood will stimulate growth and result in better 
blooms the following season.

Culture of Roses 


Roses prefer a rather heavy soil and sunny exposure, though 
a location giving some shade during the heat of the day is 
ideal. However, any ordinary soil well worked-up with well- 
rotted stable manure and bone meal will grow Roses, provid- 
ing there is good drainage. Roses do not like wet feet. The 
beds should be dug to a depth of at least eighteen inches and 
deeper if possible. 


Set plants two feet apart (narrow beds are best) and two 
inches deeper than the graft. Fill hole half full then fill 
with water to settle dirt around roots and prevent air pockets. 
Allow water to drain, then fill with dirt and cover with light 
mulch of Peat Moss, or well-rotted manure. Top dress with 
bone meal Spring, Summer and Autumn. 


To combat insects use a force spray of water on clear 
mornings adding from time to time soap suds and Black Leaf 
40. For Mildew, dust with Sulphur on clear mornings when 
dew is on foliage. Black Leaf Spot can be controlled with 
Bordeaux Mixture or Kaylox. Excellent for a first spray in 
the Spring. 


bed of nourishment, keep about three feet away. 


Plant in Spring or early Fall, providing Winter protection 
for late plantings, especially Anemones, Campanula, Digitalis, 
Hollyhocks, Chrysanthemums, Stokesia and Tritoma. 


Dig beds at least 12 to 18 inches deep and where possible 
work in a liberal supply of well-rotted manure. Heavy soils 
can be improved by the addition of Peat Moss and light soils 
will retain a greater supply of moisture. Sheep manure and 
Bone Meal are excellent fertilizers. 


After ground is frozen apply a mulch of tobacco stems, 
strawy manure, oak leaves or any good light litter. This will 
prevent alternate thawing and freezing which always causes 
damage. 


Bed Preparation 


Small suburban homes are greatly handicapped owing to 
the scarcity and high price of well-rotted manure, and en- 
riched soil, with the result that their efforts meet with small 
success, through no fault of their own. Experiments have 
shown that this may be overcome through heavy applications 
of Peat Moss, combined with soil sheep manure, bone meal 
and muriate of potash.
